ARTICLE 1: THE EVENTS PRR REF.3. 


1) Rally Week Northwest is organized and conducted by members of the Northwest Region 
of the Sports Car Club of America with the assistance of:

Additionally both events count toward 
the NW Region PRO Rally Drivers Championship. Olympus and Nor'Wester are carried on 
the FIA international calendar.

PRO RALLY 


1984 will be the 18th annual presentation of the Nor'Wester Rally. Nor'Wester was 
initiated in 1967 by the Rainier Auto Sports Club as part of the Northwest Rally 
Council series. It began as a cross state TSD/stage event covering about 1000 miles in 
three days. In 1973, Nor'Wester joined the new SCCA PRO Rally Series, shifting to its 
present 100% stage rally format. Nor'Wester shifted from a fall event to a_ spring 
event and joined with the Olympus Rally in 1982, marking the start of "Rally Week in 
Washington State". This double-header (two rallies, one week apart) is the only time 
during the year that rallyists are able to take in two events, in the same area, using 
entirely different stage roads. 

Nor'Wester will start in Olympia this year and the first two stages will be run on 
asphalt. A short service will follow in Shelton to allow for a change of tires before 
the route moves into the mountainous logging roads of the Simpson Lumber and U.S. 
National Forest Service. The route is approximately 350 miles long with 160 miles of 
stages. The stages will be over hard-packed, generally smooth roads that will take 
competitors from sea level to over 2000 feet. The roads are selected with the intent 
of providing a high percentage of finishers in order to minimize the amount of repairs 
required before the start of Olympus, one week later. 

Nor'Wester will finish the first leg at the Vance Tyee Inn in Olympia on Sunday 
morning. The restart at 11:30 will take the finishers to the Olympia Airport for a 
final stage on the airport runways. This final stage will be conducted on the road 
course being utilized by the Northwest Region SCCA for its regional road race. This 
stage will not be scored unless a tie breaker is needed, but running and completing the 
stage is mandatory to be counted as a finisher. 


OLYMPUS 


PRO RALLY 


The first Olympus was held in 1965 and was the first long-distance endurance type 
rally held in the Northwest. There were over 200 cars that took the start flag on the 
first Olympus, over 135 cars finished. The course wandered over the Olympic Peninsula 
and finished in Olympia. For the next 19 years Olympus has been held each year in 
and around the Easter Weekend. Olympus was the second SCCA PRO Rally held in the 
United States and has always finished very highly in the "best rally of the year" 
competition. The organizers of the Olympus Rally are very proud of their event and 
would like to see it included in the World Rally Championship as soon as 1986. 


The rally route is 550 miles with 230 miles in 27 stages. Olympus will feature a 
downtown paved stage to start the event, then a paved one-mile stage at Saint Martin's 
College, then a 12-mile paved stage on state highway 507, and a 2-mile downtown Tenino 
stage. The rally then will move to the ORV Park in Thurston County and run a short one 
mile stage used this summer as a "rally sprint". After ralling for most of the 
afternoon there is a spectator stage just outside of Aberdeen. On Sunday the rally 
will restart from the Tyee Inn with a special stage starting at the motel exit and 
running some of the downtown Tumwater streets. This will be followed by some stages in 
Capital Forest and a grand finale stage-running the downtown Olympia stage backwards! 
The winning car will finish last. The course is generally smooth with a mixture of 


gravel, dirt and rocky surfaces. Service will primarily be at the Elma High School 
Parking Lot, with two other service areas- one in Tenino and the other in downtown 
Aberdeen.

Patrol testing track including one trip through the skid pad at speed. We recommend 
street type tires for this stage. There is a service break right after this stage to 
change your tires. 


Olympus 

OLYMPIA: This is a .7 mile stage around the downtown streets of Olympia, including 
once around Sylvester Park where the 1983 event started. This stage is entirely paved. 
We will be running a parade lap of this stage to familiarizee the competitors with the 
route. 

SAINT MARTIN'S COLLEGE: This is a 1.5 mile paved stage running the grounds of Saint 


Martin's College. The College has removed all of the "speed bumps" on the stage to 
provide a better course. Again this year a monk in full garb will be starting the 
stage. In addition, the Army is putting a display of some of their current machinery 


in the in-field. 

YELM-RAINIER-TENINO ROAD: This is Highway 507. The stage is 12 miles long and runs 
through the town of Rainier at speed. The stage will have a 9 minute MPL-which is 
easily obtainable. We recommenc that competitors running the Olympus drive out to Yelm 
and drive down Hwy 507 prior to the start of Rally Week to familiarize themselves with 
the road. This area will be watched by the State Patrol, Sheriffs and local Police 
Agencies. A speeding ticket on this road prior to the rally is possible grounds for 
expulsion from the rally. 

DOWNTOWN TENINO: The city of Tenino has asked for a special stage through their 
city, and we have put together a 1.5 mile paved stage through their streets. A service 
break will be provided after this stage to change to gravel tires. 

ORV SPRINT: This is a short 1.0 mile gravel stage in the infield of the motocross 
area at the ORV park. This stage was used this summer as a rally sprint. 

ABERDEEN: This is a Weyerhaeuser road located just outside of the city limits of 
Aberdeen and will be heavily publicized by the local paper. 

TUMWATER: This stage starts the Sunday section of Olympus and is a 5-mile, mostly 
paved stage starting from the west exit of the Tyee parking lot and going through some 
of the streets of the city of Tumwater. 

FINISH STAGE: This stage will start at the Tumwater Park just below the Tumwater 
Falls and will run down Deschutes Parkway to the finish ramp of Olympus. THIS WILL NOT 
COUNT IN THE RALLY. To finish the event you must complete the stage. The scoring will 
be finalized before the first car leaves the park to run the last stage. The winner of 
Olympus will be the last car to run the stage. 
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ARTICLE 7: SERVICE CREWS AND AREA SAFETY 


1) The Service Area Coordinator for both events will be Bob Murphy. The coordinator 
will be in charge of service crews, crowd control and generally oversee the operation 
of service areas. 


2) Each entrant will be allowed one service crew at no additional cost, any additional 
vehicles will be charged $20.00 per vehicle. All service crews will be required to 
carry rally identification supplied by the organizers, which will identify them with 
their respective rally vehicles. The car numbers(s) shall be displayed in the lower 
left hand corner of the windshield. 


3) Service crew members under legal age of majority must present a notarized letter of 
permission from parents or guardian permitting participation in Rally Week Northwest. 


4) NO TRAILERS (including camping) will be allowed in the Shelton School lot or the 
Elma and Aberdeen service points. Facilities will be provided in the immediate area to 
park these items. 


5) Service crews will gather penalties for their competing cars at the same rate as the 
competing cars at all Observation Controls and if stoped by the local law. 


6) In service areas we will require JACK STANDS MUST BE USED when cars are jacked up 
and people work under cars! 


7) Each service crew will carry an approved 10 B.C. dry powder fire extinguisher in the 
service vehicle for each car it is servicing. Any time service is being performed, the 
fire extinguisher must be unstrapped and out of the service vehicle. During refueling, 
one person shall have the fire extinguisher in hand and be in proximity to the fueling 
procedure. The chief of Scrutineering may evoke the appropriate penalty as described 
in the penalties section. 


ARTICLE 8: ENTRIES PRR REF 7&3&8

4) Entries received after March 31, 1984 will not be included in the official program 
for Rally Week Northwest. Entry is limited to 100 cars ona first come basis. 
Additions to this number may be made for the. purpose of publicizing rallying and 


motorsport in general. 


5) NO ENTRIES WILL BE ACCEPTED AFTER: April 8, 1984 for Nor'Wester and April 14, 1984 
for Olympus. 
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ARTICLE 8: ENTRIES (Con't) 


6) Entry fee will be refunded if: 
a) an application is not accepted 
b) the rally does not take place 
c) the rally car is damaged beyond repair at the 
Nor'Wester-the refund in this case will be the difference 
between the combined entry fee and the Nor'Wester entry fee. 


7) Competitors are reminded that unless they are foreign residents they must be members 
of the Sports Car Club of America and hold a valid PRO Rally license. LICENSES MAY NO 
LONGER BE SOLD AT EVENTS, COMPETITORS MUST HAVE THESE PRIOR TO SCRUTINEERING. 


ARTICLE 9: SCRUTINEERING & DOCUMENTATION PRR REF. 9. 


1) All vehicles must be presented in a neat and clean condition. All vehicles will be 
required to pass Scrutineering before being processed through Documentation. Vehicles 
must be presented to the Scrutineering area with all numbers and advertising in place 
as required by the SCCA and the Organizers. Details will be posted at Scrutineering. 
Numbers and SCCA decals will be available at Scrutineering. 

2) This year the rally committee will be personally interviewing each of the entries as 
they register. Driver, Co-driver and team manager (service manager) will be required 
to attend this meeting. Each team will meet with one of the members of the prime 
committee and will go over procedures and the schedule for the week. All information 
and materials for the event will be issued at this meeting. 


3) We will be issuing photo ID badges to all personnel on the _ team. It is also 
mandatory that all members of the team (including service crews) sign the SCCA waiver. 
You will need to have these badges for admission to service areas and to partake in the 
hosted breakfasts, etc. All members of the support crew must attend documentation on 
Friday to have these badges made. Arrangements for a late photo session on Saturday 
(Nor'Wester only!) will be made, but a late charge of $5.00 per photo will be charged. 
Arrangements for late documentation should be made with the rally registrar, Jay 
Bratton. Time and place will be posted at Documentation on Friday, April 13, 1984. 


4) Handbrake test- with the handbrake engaged, the driver will put the vehicle in gear 
and release the clutch. If the RPM's drop and the car doesn't move: the vehicle passes, 
if the car moves: it fails. 


5) Body damage suffered during Nor'Wester will be allowed at Olympus as long as it does 
not affect road worthiness or legality of the vehicle. 


6) NOTE: All vehicles will be required to carry three DOT reflective triangles. Also 
drivers suits and helmets must be presented at Scrutineering. All other required SCCA 
specifications will also be checked at Scrutineering. 


7) LOG BOOKS WILL BE PICKED UP AT DOCUMENTATION, they will be returned to competitors 
after the event, after the chief scrutineer has examined the vehicle for damage on the 
event. Vehicles that are damaged will have this noted in their log book before it is 
returned. Cars that DNF may contact the chief scrutineer after the event and will have 
their log books mailed to them. A notation of the DNF, the reason for the DNF and 
non-inspection will be entered into the log book. 


8) Non Conformng helmets will be confiscated for the duration of the event & returned 


after the finish of the Olympus PRO Rally. If the competitor is not at the finish of 
Olympus, the helmet will be shipped to his home address. 
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ARTICLE 9: SCRUTINEERING & DOCUMENTATION (Con't) 
8) Scrutineering will take place for both events at: 
Tumwater High School, Tumwater, Wa - See Map 


9) Crews will present their cars at Scrutineering according to the following time 
schedule:

ARTICLE 10: STARTING ORDER PRR REF. 12.4 


1) Starting order for each rally will be determined by draw March 31, 1984 at the Vance 
Tyee Inn, Tumwater, Washington. The draw will take place at 7:00pm. Each rally will 
have a separate draw and the current SCCA Seeding rules will be observed. Competitors 
in the area are invited to attend. 


2) We have asked for and received a waiver to allow all cars to keep the same number 
for Olympus as they ran with on Nor'Wester. Cars running Olympus will be started in 
their "drawn" order rather than car number order. Cars will NOT be required to remove 
their numbers after Nor'Wester. 


3) Once the competition begins, Restart Order will be based on accumulative scores to 
the restart point, with the lowest score beginning first on the road, when possible. 
Complete details of restart points will be covered in a drivers bulletin. 


ARTICLE 11: ROUTE BOOK PRR REF. 12.5 


1) Competitor and Service Route Books will be issued at Documentation after the vehicle 
has passed Scrutineering. 


2) Liberal use of "cautions" will supplement the route book instructions. Competitors 
are reminded that "cautions" are a matter of judgement by the Course Marshal who has 
not travelled the roads at the same speed as the competitors. Observe all route book 
cautions but do not rely on them for total protection from the normal hazards of a 
rally road. 


3) Official mileages will revert to "zero" at each Start Control and at several other 
points along the route. All re-zero points will be clearly noted in the route book. 


4) Each special stage will be assigned a "lateness time" in the route book. Penalties 
will be assessed based on the actual time taken to traverse a Stage, "lateness times" 
are listed for the purposes of calculating Maximum Permitted Lateness (MPL). 


5) Tulip drawings will be used in the route book as required by the PRO Rally Rules. 
Every effort will be made to draw tulip diagrams accurately, however the organizers 
offer no guarantee of the degree of severity of bends, curves or turns. Competitors 
should keep in mind that they are competing on rally roads and must drive what they see 
rather than what they guess from a tulip drawing. 


6) In addition to the actual rally route, the route book will contain information on 
emergency services, detailed time schedules and other miscellaneous information. 
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ARTICLE 11: ROUTE BOOK (Con't) 


7) A maximum number of arrows will be used to supplement the route book instructions on 
stages. In case of conflict between a course arrow and a route book instruction, the 
instruction will govern. 


ARTICLE 12: PACE NOTES PRR REF. 12.6 


As required by the SCCA PRO Rally Rules, there will be no practicing of the rally 
route, nor will the use of pace notes be permitted. The organizers interpret "pace 
notes" to be route notes prepared in advance of the competition. Notes prepared by a 
co-driver during the competition are not considered pace notes by the organizers. 


ARTICLE 13: STAGES PRR REF. 12.7 


1) Stage roads are legally closed to public travel. Control personnel have legal 
authority to ban the public from use of any stage road. A complete radio network will 
be in place to control public travel and to alert control personnel to non-rally 
traffic on stage roads. Additionally, all intersecting roads will be physically 
blocked. 


2) In addition to the shortwave radio equipment, many of the operators will have C.B. 
facilities as well. CHANNEL 18 has been designated as the channel for use by 
competing cars and support crews. Please use this channel so the radio personnel can 
contact you in case of emergency. 


3) UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES may a competing car drive on a stage in the opposite 
direction to that of the rally while the rally is still in progress (i.e. the official 
sweep car has not cleared the road). The penalty for such an infraction is immediate 
exclusion from the event. 


ARTICLE 14: CONTROLS AND TIMING PRR REF. 12.8 


1) The four types of controls described in Section 12.8-B of the PRO Rally Rules will 
be used on the rally. Competitors are urged to become totally familiar with control 
operations as described in the rules. 


2) In the event a delay occurs at a Start Control and a crew cannot reach the timing 
line with their vehicle the co-driver MUST approach the control on foot, during his 
correct arrival minute, and request his correct time of arrival be recorded by control 
personnel, Failure to follow this procedure will result in a late penalty when the 
vehicle finally reaches the control timing line. 


3) Timing on Special Stages will be to the nearest hundredth of a minute. Control 
watches will be calibrated to WWV radio signal. The organizers will have time signals 
available at any of the radio control locations for competitors usage. 


4) Observation Controls will use radar to measure competitors' speed on _ transit 
zones. An allowance of 5 MPH will be given, but competitors who are caught at more 


than 5 MPH over the speed limit, will be penalized. Observation Controls are marked 
with a “Clock Sign", all competitors and service crews will be required to stop at 


these controls. There may also be Observation Controls placed on transits for Support 
Crews. Crews caught speeding will earn penalties for the cars which they are 
supporting. Support Crews failing to stop at observation controls will earn a DNF for 
cars that they support. ‘ 


5) Competitors must stop at all controls and have their arrival time recorded. 


6) Rally Week Northwest will use the control signs as required by the 1984 SCCA Rules. 
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ARTICLE 14: CONTROLS & TIMING (Con't) 


7) Main Time Controls and Observation Controls will be marked with a "Clock Sign" 
8) Control procedure will be per the SCCA 1984 regulations. 


9) The Official at the start line shall have the sole right to specify a competitor's 
starting time and to rule as to whether or not a competitor has made a false start. 


10) Should a control NOT be in place, the elapsed time to the next control that IS in 
place is the sum of transit times and the lateness times for stages listed in the Route 
Book. 


ARTICLE 15: SCORING AND PENALTIES PRR REF. 12.9 
1) In addition to penalties described in the 1984 SCCA regulations, the following 
additional penalties will be assessed: 


100 Points For each MPH over the speed limit at a Observation Control. 
500 Points Unsportsmanlike conduct 
DNF rn Missing a Control, or accumulating more than 


thirty (30) minutes MPL or ten (10) minutes 
MPE per section. 


200 Points Running a special stage with the windows 
rolled down without window nets. 

500 Points Service infraction as outlined under 
"Safety" 

100 Points Turning in an unscored score card at a 


pick-up point. 


Penalties for infringements of traffic laws reported to the Organizers will be: 
First infringement 500 Points 
Second Exclusion from the event 


2) The following will result in a penalty of 1,000 points or exclusion, at _ the 
discretion of the Organizers: 


a) Open alcoholic beverages in any vehicle connected with the event or at any point 
on the rally course. 

b) Servicing in any area other than those designated as "Service Areas" in the route 
book. Servicing by the competing crew may be performed at any time except within 
Control Zones and Parc Ferme. "Servicing" is defined as work or action taken on behalf 
of a competitor by a registered service or support crew. 

c) Unreasonable delay of another competitor on a Stage road. 

d) Refusal to act as directed by a Rally Official. 


3) Maximum Permitted Lateness (MPL) for each section of the rally will be thirty (30) 
minutes. One minute MPL will be accumulated for each whole minute of late arrival at a 
Main Time or Start Control and for each whole minute taken in excess of the "lateness 
time" listed in the route book for special stages. MPL may not be reduced by early 
arrival at controls. 


4) Maximum Permitted Earliness (MPE) will be ten (10) minutes for the rally. One 
minute of MPE will be accumulated for each minute of early arrival at Main Time or 
Start Controls. MPE cannot be gained on special stages and cannot be reduced by late 
arrival at controls. 


5) All crews are responsible for scoring their score cards and turning them in at Main 
Time Controls. 
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ARTICLE 16: ODOMETER CALIBRATION PRR REF.12.5 


Mileages used on Rally Week Northwest are as close to true miles as the organizers can 
obtain. A Washington State official five mile odometer calibration area is located 2 
miles south of the Vance Tyee Inn on Interstate 5. This may found by proceeding South 
on Interstate 5 to:

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ARTICLE 17: PARC FERME PRR REF.11. 


1) Competing cars will be impounded in Parc Ferme as follows: 
a) Prior to the start of each rally, the Parc Ferme is located at 
the Rally Fair on Water Street in downtown Olympia-See Olympia map included with 
these regulations. 
Nor'Wester-all cars must be in place prior to 1:30 pm, the Parc Ferme will open at 
12:30. 
Olympus-all cars must be in place prior to 7:00 am, the Parc Ferme will open at 
6:00 am. The Boy Scouts of America are planning on cooking a breakfast for the 
competitors and workers at Rally Fair prior to first car out. 
b) at the finish of Saturday on each rally until the restart on Sunday. This Parc 
Ferme will be located in the back lot of the Tyee Inn. 


2) Any repairs or refueling are forbidden in Parc Ferme under pain of exclusion. 
Should the organizers consider a car defective for use on public roads, then such cars 
must be repaired in the presence of an official. The time taken for such rectification 
will be penalized the same as the same number of minutes of lateness on transit 
sections. 


3) With official permission and with an official present, the drivers will be permitted 
to change a wheel with a flat tire or to replace a damaged windshield with no penalty. 


4) For all other Parc Ferme activities; as soon as the car has been parked in Pare 
Ferme the drivers must leave the pare and will not be allowed to re-enter until ten 
minutes before their starting time. The only exception is a special parade lap of the 
downtown. stage prior to the start of Olympus. This will take place at 9:30 am on 
Saturday, April 21, 1984. After the parade lap the car will be returned to the Parc 
Ferme, and the drivers may re-enter ten minutes prior to their out time. 


5) Any infringement of Parc Ferme regulations as listed above will result in 
possible exclusion from the event. 


ARTICLE 18: EMERGENCY PROCEDURES PRR 11 


1) Flares or reflective triangles are to be set out at a minimum distance of 20 yards 
any time a vehicle stops on a stage, even for a short tire change, etc. They are to 
remain in place until the disabled vehicle has been removed from the area. FLARES MUST 
BE EXTINGUISHED WHEN THE VEHICLE LEAVES THE AREA AND THE ROAD IS CLEAR! 


2) In the event of injuries, competitors are expected to display the Red Cross Symbol 
(back inside cover of the Route Book), competitors are required to stop and render aid. 
Any cars which arrive and are not needed to render aid should proceed to the next 
control to reach a radio vehicle to call in assistance, if needed. If the crew is 
physically unable to display the sign (trapped inside the car), and no symbol or 
triangle is visible, the following crew must assume help is necessary and is required 
to stop. Misuse of the Red Cross symbol and/or failure to post warning devices is 
reason for immediate exclusion and possible reprimand from SCCA. Note that display of 
a Red Cross symbol on a stage road will be cause for possible cancellation of the stage 
by the Rallymaster or SCCA Steward. 


3) The driver of any vehicle involved in a rally related accident resulting in personal 


injury or property damage must obtain an SCCA Accident Report Form from the National 
Steward and file it within ten (10) days with the organizers or the SCCA. 
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ARTICLE 19: PRIZE FUND AND TROPHIES PRR REF.12.12 


1) A minimum prize fund of $10,025.00 will be awarded at Rally Week. Trophies will be 
awarded to both driver and co-driver for the top five finishers overall (or 10% 
whichever is greater) and the top two finishers (or 10% whichever is greater) in 
production and GT production classes. In addition there will be overall awards for the 
best combined performance for both rallies and some consolidation awards for the second 
day of Olympus (cars not completing the first day, but wishing to run the second day). 
All awards will be given at the awards banquet, on Sunday, April 22, 1984 at the Vance 
Tyee Inn. Teams not present will have their awards forwarded to their home address.

ARTICLE 20: RIGHTS OF ORGANIZERS PRR REF.11. 


1) The organizers reserve the right to alter the provisions of the present Regulations 
in accordance with conditions and circumstances which may arise. In such case entrants 
will be notified in due course by the organizers concerning any alterations. 


2) Any alteration or addendum will be communicated by a dated and numbered Drivers 
Bulletin which will constitute an intrinsic part of the present Regulations and as far 
as possible, will be brought to the attention of the individual competitors. 


3) Any case not foreseen in the present Regulations shall be determined by _ the 
organizers using the SCCA Regulations and Guidelines for Organizers as far as they are 
applicable to the particular case. 
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ARTICLE 20: RIGHTS OF ORGANIZERS (Con't) 


4)The organizers may at their discretion: 

a) Abandon, cancel, or postpone the competition in the case of unforeseen 
circumstances. 

b) Delete or amend any part of the course or competition or time requirements in the 
case of unforeseen or special circumstances. 

c) Distribute the awards at their discretion if through unforeseen circumstances’ the 
competition is stopped before its scheduled completion. 

d) Exclude any person or car appearing on examination to be ineligible for 
competition in the class in which they are entered. 

e) Offer the entrant of any crew or car liable to exclusion under paragraph (d) 
above, the option of transferring to the proper class. 

f) Publish a Drivers Bulletin that will have the force of these Regulations. Such 
Bulletins will be displayed on the official notice board. 

g) Exclude or delay any competitor appearing on examination by the Chief Scrutineer 
not to be "road worthy" at a service stop, until such time as that vehicle is again 
“road worthy". 

h) Offer awards additional to those specified in these regulations. Such awards will 
be mentioned in a Drivers Bulletin. 

i) Exclude any competitor who is found to have carried out practice or reconnaissance 
over the route of any special stages or on any property used for the Rally without the 
permission of the organizers. 

j) Exclude any competitor who does not allow officials to search the competing car 
and/or its drivers for notes relating to special stages. 

k) Exclude a competitor deemed unfit for reason of health or consumption of alcohol 
or drugs. 


ARTICLE 21: MISCELLANY PRR REF 11 


OFFICIAL NOTICE BOARD: 

Instructions on Official Notice Boards have the same force as these Supplementary 
Regulations and/or the route book when signed under the authority of the Rally Master, 
Chairman or Course Marshal or their agent. The official notice board will be at 
Documentation, and the official scoring area at service areas on both rallies. 

The organizers will attempt to present all instruction changes and addendums to the 
competitors on an individual basis when time permits. In an emergency situation 
changes may simply be posted on the Official Notice Board. It is the competitor's 
responsibility to be aware of all postings on the Official Notice Board. 

Per Article 12.12 of the 1984 SCCA PRR's: a location of the P Class impound will be 
posted prior to each event on the Official Notice Board. 


CLOTHING: 

Temperatures may range from the mid 60's to the low 30's. All persons involved in 
the rally are reminded to bring appropriate clothing. 

Dress for the Welcoming Parties will be semi-formal. Men are requested to wear 
sportcoats or sweaters. 


CONTESTANT'S EVALUATION REPORT: 

It is the common goal of the organizers, the competitors and the SCCA to improve all 
events included in the PRO Rally Championship Series. The CER form is the only 
measurable method of determining areas in need of improvement or special attention. 

Every competitor is urged to file a completed CER form with the National Steward at 
the finish of the events or to mail a completed form to the SCCA Rally Department 
within ten (10) days of the completion of the event. 


TIRES: 
Only street legal tires may be used on Rally Week Northwest - NO SLICKS. 
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ROUTE INSTRUCTION DIAGRAMS (TULIPS) 

The "tulips" used to define the route are FIA standards. The purpose is to provide a 
fairly accurate diagram, or descriptive picture of an intersection (or hazard) at 
which an action is required, or at which clarification is felt to be desirable. 


In every case, the competitor enters the intersection from the dot (@) at the bottom 
of the diagram, travels along the stem (==), and leaves the intersection in the 


direction specified by the arrowhead (—————{jp) ,
